South Vietnamese Soldiers 
Dig in for Showdown Battle 


SAIGON 
CAP) 
— 
Spear­ 
headed by tanks, North Viet­ 
namese forces renewed mas­ 
sive assaults below the demili­ 
tarized zone Sunday in a drive 
to seize provincial capitals and 
key towns. The South Vietnam­ 
ese appeared to be holding out, 
however, and the Saigon com­ 
mand ordered 
another 20.000 
troops into a showdown battle 
for An Loc. just 60 miles north 
of the capital. 
Fighting spread for the first 
time, in the current enemy of­ 
fensive, to the valleys and foot­ 
hills near Da Nang, where the 
United States has a major air 
base. U.S. troops were not be­ 
lieved imediately involved. 
Overcast 
skies 
once 
again 
forced limitation of U.S. air 
strikes in North Vietnam., hut 
heavy air action was re pried 
in the South. Viet Cong units 
kept up mortar and rocket at­ 
tacks 
in 
the 
Mekong 
Delta 
south of Saigon. 


On the southern front near 
Saigon heavy fighting erupted, 
along Highway 13, about 20' to 
25 miles south of An. 'Loc and 
only 37 miles north of the capi­ 
tal. 
A battalion of 4000 South Viet­ 
namese 
paratroopers, 
which 
only two days ago was guard­ 
ing the presidential palace, was 
attacked from the west as it 
moved 
along 
both 
sides 
of 
Highway 13. 
Other 
paratroopers 
in 
the 
lead column beyond the point of 
attack turned back to join the 
battle. 
U.S. 
and South Vietnamese 
fighter-bombcrs and American 
helicopter 
gunships 
swoooped 
down on the North Vietnamese 
positions along the road, un­ 
leashing rockets, nafpalm and 
ciuster-bombs. 
which 
explode 
like hundreds of tiny hand gre­ 
nades. 
Associated

photogra­ 
pher Koichiro Morita replied 


from the front lines that North. 
Vietnamese 
troops 
in 
khaki- 
uni/forms could be seen running 
back and forth across the road. 
Some enemy soldiers were 
sighted '400 to .500 yards to the 
rear of the paratroopers, but 
they disapppared. 
A 1,000-man South Vietnam­ 
ese commando force made a 
helicopter assault into the jun­ 
gles northwest of An Lx>c, be­ 
hind North Vietnamese lines. 
At the same time, a 300-man 
airborne force landed by heli­ 
copter and secured the district 
town of Chon Thanh on High­ 
way 13 just north of the scene 
of Sunday’s fight. 
Lt. Gen. Nguyen Van Minh, 
commm.and.er of the Saigon re­ 
gion. ordered Brig. Gen, 
Le 
Van Hung, commmandcr of the 
5th Division, to take personal 
command of the An Loc battle. 
Hung flew directly into An Loc 
by helicopter, accompanied by 
a senior U.S. adviser. 


North 
Vietnamese 
troops 
were reported within a mile of 
An Loc, on all sides, and the 
provincial 
capital was under 
continuing attack. Most of the 
town’s population of 8,000 had 
fled south earlier.

nounced Catholic politicians for 
‘ going round the doors asking 


for peace” and said the bombs 
will continue to go off until Ire­ 
land is united. 
But reported peace feelers by

tants. 
“We should: not relish a meet­ 
ing with the Provisional!,” said 
the Rev. John McLellaod, a 
leader of the extremist Demo­ 
cratic Unionist party.

COLUMBIA, S.C. 
(AP) - 
James F. Byrnes, former sec­ 
retary of state and the man 
Franklin D. 
Roosevelt called 
his “assistant president,” died 
Sunday at his home after a 
long illness;. He was 92. 
Byrnes held posto in almost 
every field of government,. He 
was an associate justice of the 
U.S. Supreme' Court, secretary 
of state, U.S. 
representative, 
U.S. senator, director of eco­ 
nomic 
stabilization 
and 
war 
mobilization during World War 
II, a delegate to the U.N. Gen­ 
eral Assembly and governor of 
South Carolina. 
In Key Biscayne, Fla., Presi­ 
dent Nixon ordered the flag 
over the White House flown at 
half-staff in Byrnes’ honor, 
Byrnes, who broke with the 
Democrats in 
1952 and sup­ 
ported Nixon for election 
in 
1968, received 
the 
President 
and a group of other dignitaries 
at his home for a birthday cele­ 
bration in 
1969. 
Byrnes 
had 
been hospitalized 
during 
the 
year, once for a mild stroke. 
At the birthday celebration, 
Nixon said, “Never in Ameri­ 
can history has one man held 
more offices 
with 
distinction 
than Gov. Byrnes.” 
Born May 2, 1879 in Charles­ 
ton, 
S.C., 
James 
Francis 
Byrnes went to work at an ear- 
* ly age to help out his widowed 
mother. His first job was as a 
messenger boy in a law office 
at $2 a week. He also sold 


newspapers and did odd jobs. 
In his spare time he studied 
shorthand and became official 
court reporter in Aiken County, 
S.C., in 1900. He was admitted 
to the bar in HUB and the same 
year became editor and pub­ 
lisher of the Aiken Journal and 
Review, a post he held for four 
years. 
In 
.1906' 
he 
married 
Maude Perkins Busch of Aiken. 
They had no children. 
The 
political 
career 
that 
spanned almost half a century 
began for Byrnes in 1910 when 
he scored a 57-vote upset victo­ 
ry over a veteran congressman. 
He later said he ran “on nerve 
and nerve alone ” 


l>X)king back over his public 
service career, he said in later 
years: “There are two happy 
days in the life of a man in 
public office—the day 
he 
is 
elected and the day he steps 
out.” 
Byrnes served in the House 
of 
Representatives until 
1924 
when he ran for senator and 
was defeated. He went back to 
practicing law, bul ram again 
for the Senate In 1930. This 
tune he won. 
President Roosevelt appoint­ 
ed Byrnes to the U.S. Supreme 
Court in 1941, but the South 
Carolina native held the post 
for only one year. 
Roosevelt asked him to fake 
over 
as 
the 
first 
economic 
stabilization director, a post the 
president said was essential to 
the war effort.

The hijacker bailed out of the 
jetliner over Provo in southern 
Utah’s lake and mountain coun­ 
try shortly before midnight. 
A 12-hour search by 2000 offi­ 
cers ended with the FBI stak­ 
ing out McCoy’s residence in 
the university city of Provo, 
two blocks from the city center. 
Friday’s hijacking was the 
seventh involving parachutes in. 
just under five months. FBI 
agents say it was not connected, 
with any of the 'Others, in­ 
cluding the one 
involving a 
man known as D.B. Cooper, 
still .sought after bailing out 
over Eastern Washington with 
$200.000 he got from Northwest 
Airlines. 
Neighbors of the McCoys said 
he was a former Sunday school 
teacher and Mrs. McCoy was a 
case worker with the county 
welfare department. 


Indicted Realtor 
Tied to Senator

ported Sunday that Sen. Hugh 
Scott, R-Pa., the Senate Minor­ 
ity leader, in'flue need federal 
officials to reinstate a Phila­ 
delphia real estate speculator 
who was implicated in housing 
scandals. 
The Inquirer said Scott’s of­ 
fice interceded with the Feder­ 
al Housing Administration o n 
behalf of Theodore Clearfield. 
Clearfield, a realtor, is cur­ 
rently 
under 
a 
federal 
in­ 
dictment on 22 counts in con­ 
nection with the submission of 
false statements to the FHA 
and 
the 
sale 
of 
defective 
bouses. 
The newspaper, in a 
cop- 
yrig hted a rt idie, sa.id Clearfield 
had been placed on two years 
probation by U.S. District Court 
here in 1962 on charges of con­ 
spiring to submit false mort­ 
gage applications to the Vete­ 
rans 
Administration 
and 
the 
F e d e r a l Housing Adminis­ 
tration.

In a statement, from Washing­ 
ton', Scott said hit 'Office had 
only a “routine constituent in­ 
terest” in Clearfield and lie de­ 
nied any wrongdoing. 
The 
senator 
acknowledged 
Clearfield had written him for 
help but said his office received 
thousands of requests to inter- 
v e n e w i t h g o v e r n m e n t 
agencies. 
The Inquirer suggested that 
Scott’s influence was more than 
routine; the paper said it learn­ 
ed that in addition to sending let­ 
ters to both agencies urging 
Clearfield’s 
reinstatement, 
Scott’s office contacted a local 
FHA official concerning Clear­ 
field fie fore the agency formal­ 
ly notified the senators office 
of the reinstatement.

Rest Should Follow Flu Attack

How soon after an attack of 
flu is it safe to allow a child to 
go back to school? 


Mr». W. A., Mass. 


Dear Mrs A.: 


A good: and safe rule for a 
full return of activity of a child, 
an adolescent or an adult is 
w h e n the temperature has 
slaved normal for 48 hours. 
The persistence of fever is an 
excellent indication of the pres­ 
ence or absence of infection. 
Fever indirates that the body 
is calling on its reserves to fight 
infection. 
It is important to remember 
that an illness with fever is 
very devitalizing. Often, people 
who recover from these infec­ 
tions find that the slightest ac­ 
tivity leaves them exhausted. 
The slightest exertion makes 
them feel that thev want to re­ 
turn to bed immediately. 
It is wise, therefore, to keep 
a child from full activity for the 
first week after an attack of flu. 
Adults should 
indulge 
them­ 
selves with extra rest, good 


nourishment, and limited activ­ 
ity until their full energy re­ 
turns.

I have just returned from a 
hospital laboratory where they 
took blood for a test, called a 
"profile." 
What does a “ profile” mean, 
and what am I 'being tested for?

Dear Mrs. D,: 
You are confused because the 
term "profile” has not been ad­ 
equately explained to you. 
The word has come into use 
in the last few years as part of 
medical jargon. All it means is 
a complete series of tests made 
to extract a maximum amount 
of information about a pedicu­ 
lar organ. 
There is. therefore, a "pro­ 
file” of the liver, the blood, and 
the circulatory system.

From, ancient Apbrodisias in 
Turkey to 
Rattlers 
Bight in 
Labrador, National Geographic 
Society expeditions explore the 
world. 
The society supports m a n y 
other researchers, among them 
scientists investigating a living 
fossil fish, b i r d s that build 
apartment houses, the family 
tree of wheat, and the origin 
of the Earth’s crust. 
Dr. Kenan T. Erim, associate 
professor of classics at N e w 
York University, will return this 
summer to Aphrodisias, a great 
ruined city of the Greco-Roman 
age in the Anatolian uplands of 
Turkey. 
Working at the site since 1961, 
Dr. 
Erim 
has 
unearthed 
a 
treasure trove of the ancient 
world, 
including 200 magnifi­ 
cent Roman sculptures, 15.000 
coins, 
and 
potsherds 
beyond 
count. 
Inscriptions uncovered from 
the city’s public buildings add 
a new” page to the history of 
Rome and its empire — and 
sometimes have uncanny mod­ 
ern overtones. 
For exam ple, 
in 
A.D. 
301 
Em peror Diocletian froze 
all 
wages and prices to stem a run­ 
away inflation. Digging in the 
marketplace, Dr. Erim found 
300 pieces of inscribed stone 
that, when fitted together, turn­ 
ed out to be a table of fixed 
prices. 
In the New World, William 
Fitzhugh, associate curator- ar- 
cheologist at the Smithsonian 
Institution, plans to search for 
the grave of Norse explorer, 
Thorva Id Ericson. 
Brother 
of 
Leif 
Ericson, 
Thorvald 
apparently 
was 
the 
first European to meet Amer­ 
ican natives, or “Skraclings.” 
They fought, and Thorvald was 
killed by an arrow. His last 
words as he drew out the fatal 
arrow' were: 
“There is fat round my belly! 
We have won a fine and fruit­ 
ful country, but will hardly be 
allowed to enjoy it.”' 
Dr. Fitzhugh will spend sev­ 
eral weeks in Labrador search­ 
ing for the grave. He also will 
renew his study of 4.000-year- 
old Indian s i t e s at Rattlers 
Bight on the central Labrador 
coast. 


His 1971 excavations turned 
up fragmentary stone 
imple­ 
ments remarkably similar to 
those 
used 
in 
Scandinavian 
maritime cultures of the same 
period, raising the possibility 
of contact between northeastern 
North America and Scandinavia 
long before Leif Ericson. 
Dr. Keith S. Thomson, profes­ 
sor of biology at Yale Univer­ 
sity, has directed a successful 
search for a coelacanth, a fish 
that evolved more than 300 m il­ 
lion years ago. It Is closely re­ 
lated to the now-extinct, fish like 
Rhipidistia that linked marine 
life to the first land animals. 
The coelacanth was rediscov­ 
ered in 1938 when taken in a 
net off South Africa. Only about 
60 have been caught since then 
from the deep, cold waters off 
the Comoro Islands northwest 
of Madagascar. 
All h a v e died soon after 
reaching the warm surface, but 
the live specimen caught in 
March was filmed before it 
died, then dissected. 
Dr. George A. Bartholomew, 
professor of zoology at the Un­ 
iversity of California, Los An­ 
geles, heads a three-man team 
that is going to South Africa to 
study the fascinating sociable 
weaver birds. 
The sociable weaver (Phile- 
tairus socks) builds the largest 
and most spectacular nest of 
any bird in the world. A single 
nest may be 16 feet long, 12 
feet wide, several feet thick, 
rnd occupied by more than 100 
pairs of birds. 
The enormous size and large 
n u m b e r of occupants give 
scientists a unique opportunity 
to study how nests ameliorate 
the effects of environment. 
“ Even the relatively modest 
nest of the house sparrow, a 
close relative of the sociable 
weaver, allows significant ener­ 
gy conservation during c o l d 
weather.” Dr. Bartholomew re­ 
ports. “The remarkable nest of 
this species to its desert habi­ 
tat.” 
Dr. B. Lennart Johnson, prof­ 
essor of genetics at the Univer­ 
sity 
of California, 
Riverside, 
will collect wild wheats in the 
Middle East with his grant from 
the National Geographic Soc­ 
iety’s committee for research 
and exploration.

'Orange Sunshine' 
Is Name for LSD 


By DR. RICHARD HORMAN 


QUESTION: What Is “ Orange Sunshine” ? 
ANSWER: Orange Sunshine, a term commonly used on 
the street, is LSD. 
Many names are applied to LSD by its 
users in an effort to distinguish one tablet from another. 
In reality all LSD is the sam e, except that some of It is cut 
with other dangerous drugs (strychnine, for example!. 
As this column has noted before, LSD (“acid”) is an 
hallucinogen which causes alterations in a 
person’s perceptions. 
Unfortunately, some 
people find themselves experiencing acute 
reactions after dropping acid. 
These re­ 
actions are commonly called “bum trips”. 
Bum trips can be treated, and the drug 
treatment unit at Medical Center East is 
equipped to do just that. 
By responding to 
a combination of psychotherapy and medica­ 
tion, most patients can come through bad 
trips with few lasting ill effects. Others are 
.not so lucky. 
An astonishing number of .LSD users 
never recover from bad trips, 
The result, usually, is hos­ 
pitalization for an indefinite period of time. This is the 
route I ve seen followed several times in the few months 
I've been in Pottstown. 
Shortly before coming here, I had 
to commit to a state mental hospital a young man who's 
become psychotic as a result of taking LSD. 
Mental hos- 
pitais across the nation daily admit more and more such 
casualties of the LSD experience. 
Whatever else it is, LSD is not predictable. 
For this 
reason, we at INSIGHT try to impress on people that using 
the substance, even once, can be very, very dangerous.

Shirley Chisholm Promises to Shake Up the System 
if Elected President 


NEW YORK (APi - She has 
been described as a revolution­ 
ary, a matriarch and a pest, 
but the person who knows her 
best says Shirley Chisholm is 
■none of those things. He calls 
ner “my beautdul little star,” 
“She makes me feel 20 feet 
tall,” Conrad Chisholm said of 
his wife, the first black woman 
elected to Congress, the first of 
her sex to make a serious run 
for the White House, and one of 
the most outspoken politicians 
on the national scene. 
In a Baptist church in her 
Brooklyn 
district 
Mrs. 
Chi­ 
sholm announced her candidacy 
Jan. 
25 
for the 
Democratic 
Presidential 
nomination 
and 
called for a “bloodless revolu­ 
tion” at her party's national 
convention. 
Mrs. Chisholm promises she 
will “shake up the system” ifj 
she is elected president. 


“I’m a revolutionary at heart 
now and I’ve got to run, even 
though it might be the downfall 
of my career.”1 
She said her chances are best 
in states with a strong women’s 
movement—she is a founder of 
the National Women’s Political 
Caucus—a black population of 
30 per cent or more, and four 
or five male candidates. But 
win or lose, “the politicians at 
the 
National 
Convention 
in 
Miami Beach are going to have 
to deal with me. I'm going to 


give ’em a few surprises.”

Ironically, her major head­ 
ache seems to stem from black 
politicians. Male, black Demo­ 
crats are striving to form a 
coalition for the national con­ 
vention.

Television commercials do 
strange things to people. 
Mercury reporter Barbara 
Kessler proved it when she took 
a walk around town dressed in 
a track suit. 
The experiment ¡was inspired 
by a deodorant ad currently on 
TV in which a young woman 
arrives 
at 
a 
supermarket 
counter dressed in a track suit 
and breathlessly sings the 
praises of Hour After Hour. 
What amazes most people is 
that the bystanders in the ad 
act as if there wpas nothing 
unusual about seeing a girl in 
a track suit at a checkout 
counter. 


HARD TO B E L IE V E 
It is difficult to believe people 
would really react that way. 
But they don’t. 
Before heading for Shop Rite 
Market in the North End, Miss 
Kessler, dressed only in a red 
and white track uniform, took 
a turn up and down High Street. 
This reporter followed to 
catch shoppers’ reactions. 
“Who is that girl?” asked one 
elderly woman just after Miss 
Kessler breezed by, staring 
straight ahead to mask her 
embarrassment. 
“That’s the Hour-After-Hour 
girl,” she was told. 
“Oh. That’s what I thought.” 
said the woman, who went on 
her way as if that explained 
everything. 
A couple of little toys let out 
derisive hoots as soon as Miss 
Kessler was a safe distance up 
the street. 
“There goes the Hour-After- 
Hour girl.” the older one ex­ 
plained to his companion. 
“Wow.” said the little one. 
“Her husband must be weird 
to let her out in those clothes.”

The Commonwealth of Penn­ 
sylvania, a group of area 
citizens and U. S. Congressman 
Lawrence Coughlin will be 
allowed to voice their comments 
against Philadelphia Electric 
Co. in this month’s public 
hearings on Limerick Nuclear 
Power Station, the Atomic 
Enercy Commission announced 
The AEV also ruled on which 
objections these intervenore will 
be allowed to raise against the 
project during the hearings, 
scheduled to begin April 24 at 
Holiday Inn. 
The AEC denied petitions 
from State Sen. Edwin G. Holl, 
H. C. Ayres, Frank Romano and 
the Bucks and Montgomery 
County Planning Commissions 
for permission to intervene on. 
grounds that their objections 
were 
“not 
set 
forth 
in 
reasonably specific detail.” 
Philadelphia 
Electric 
Co. 
protested the recognition of all 
intervenors except the com­ 
monwealth. The company was 
forced to close down its con­ 


struction site at Limerick until 
a construction license is issued 
by the AEC, and the presence 
of intervenors at the public 
hearings on the license could 
prolong the proceedings for a 
year or more — if the license 
is issued at all. 


P R E S E N T W ITN ESSES 
The intervenors will be able 
to make statements, present 
expert witnesses and cross- 
examine witnesses brought by 
PE and the AEC staff. 
The area citizens are mem­ 
bers of three environmental

Delaware Valley Committee for 
Protection of the Environment. 
A 11

The board specified that 
Coughlin will be allowed to 
Volunteers Give Hundreds 
To Provide Vital Community

Each week, the operation of 
most area service organizations 
depends on the help of hundreds 
of volunteers who perform vital, 
tasks. 
Such long - established in­ 
stitutions as the local chapters 
of the American Red Cross, the 
YMCA, the YWCA and the 
Salvation Army would be vir­ 
tually defunct without volun­ 
teers. 
This week is Pennsylvania 
Volunteer Recognition Week, a 
time agencies set aside to 
acknowledge 
the 
work 
of 
volunteers and to thank them 
for their services. 
“If we had to pay someone 
for all the man hours put in 
by our volunteers, we just 
c o u l d n ’ t function on our 
budget,” declared Leona V. 
Smith, director of the Visiting 
N ur* Association. 
T h e 
association 
provides 
nurses to visit and care for sick 
people in their homes, regar­ 
dless of the people’s ability — 
or inability — to pay. Any 
patient under a doctor’s care 
is 
eligible and 
the 
fee 
corresponds to his economic 
situation. 
Another service operated by 
the association is a child health 
center, free for infante up to 
school age. At the clinic, 
children are given inoculations 
for communicable diseases and 
health check-ups. 
“We always have at least 
three volunteers at the health 
clinic to help the nurse, help 
the 
parents 
undress 
their 
children, and to register the 
children.'"'' said Miss Smith. 
“Volunteers do much of the 
typing and prepare .some of our 
records. There are also many 
church 
groups 
who 
make 
dressings that we use in the 
clinic and in the homqp.” 
The local branch of the 
Southeastern 
Pennsylvania 
Chapter of the American Red 
Cross depends completely on 
volunteers to perform its duties. 
The sole professional staff 
member, Mrs.. William Mower, 
notes, that, she coordinates and 
oversees the activities of more 
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than 300 area volunteers. One of 
the Red Cross services is act­ 
ing as liaison between the 
Armed Forces and families of 
servicemen. 
The volunteers help to con­ 
firm the need for emergency 
leave for servicemen, counsel 
servicemen regarding hardships 
discharges, compassionate re­ 
assignments and help them in 
other ways. Each volunteer 
c o u n s e l o r receives special 
training in Philadelphia 
to 
perform, the work, Mrs. Mower 
stated. 
“We also have volunteers in. 
our blood program,” she con­ 
tinued, “ranging from in-plant 
recruitment c h a i r m e n who 
arrange for the bloodmobile to 
visit area plants to the volun­ 
teer nurses who help collect the 
blood.” 


ES S E N T IA L S E R V IC E S 
Mrs. Mower said volunteers 
help in other essential Red 
Cross 
services. 
“ We 
have 
volunteer instructors who teach, 
first aid and water safety, 
drivers who take needy patients 
to clinics and hospitals and 
p r o v i d e transportation for 
services to military families 
and in the blood program, and 
staff aides who perform clerical 
tasks as well as volunteers for 
many other programs.,” 
T h e 
Pottstown 
Memorial 
Medical Center enjoys the 
services of more than a hundred 
volunteers who supplement the 
regular haspital staff. 
Thirty adult volunteers work 
in the pharmacy, the storeroom, 
m e d i c a l 
records, 
public 
relations, personnel and the 
dietary 
department 
helping 
regular staff members. Seventy- 
two women serve in the hospital 
as Gray Ladies, delivering, mail, 
flowers, transporting patients, 
delivering messages, running 
errands and obtaining drugs 
and supplies. 
Candy Stripers, girls 14 to 18 
years old, serve after school 
and on weekends in various 
.areas of the hospital. Their 
duties 
range 
from 
feeding 
palíente to stocking supply 
shelves, 
typing 
and 
filing' 
.records. 
Members of the hospital 
auxiliaries raise funds for many 
hospital and patient needs for 
which money is not otherwise 
immediately available. They aid 
in promoting the haspital in 
their community and many also 
serve as hospital volunteers. 
Auxiliary mem.be rs provide 


tray favors throughout the year 
for hospital patients, decorate 
the hospital at Christmas time, 
and sponsor other activities for 
hospital employes and student 
nurses. 
Another community agency 
that depends on volunteers is 
the Family Service of Mon­ 
tgomery County. “We have 50 
to 75 volunteers who operate our 
Meals on Wheels program,” 
said Michael Gorman, director. 
“Our Meals on Wheels program 
provides hot meals for the 
elderly who are unable to fix 
their own meals at home.” 
Gorman said the volunteers 
work in teams of two, one 
driving and one delivering. 
“The volunteers come in on a 
regular basis, once or twice a 
week and run a regular route. 
The Charles Johnson Home 
prepares the meals in special 
containers that retain the heal.” 
.Another service performed by 
volunteers for the elderly is the 
F r i e n d l y Visitors program 
sponsored by Family Service. 
“Many older people are isolated 
and feel left out of society,” 
Gorman 
said. 
“They need 
someone to talk to and someone 
who will show some concern for 
them.” 
In 
the 
Friendly 
Visitors 
p r o g r a m , volunteers visit 
elderly people at their homes 
on a regularly basis, to talk with 
them and to see if they have 
any needs. If an elderly person 
should 
have 
a 
need, 
the 
volunteer directs the person to 
the proper agency. 
“The program has proven to 
he very successful in breaking 
the barrier of isolation for 
elderly people,” Gorman ob­ 
served. “Around the holidays, 
we had girl scout volunteers 
visit the 
elderly and the 
rc.sfxin.se was overwhelming .” 
“A great amount of empathy 
was created,” he continued “It 
was invigorating for the elderly 
and very enlightening for the 
youths.” 
Visiting 
the 
elderly 
and 
shut ins is one of the major1 
projects of the Salvation .Army, 
a n O' I h e r organization that 
defwnds heavily on volunteers 
to carry out its programs. 
“Our League of Mercy tries 
to visit shutins in all the nursing 
homes in the vicinity,” said 
Maj. Clarence Graham, head of 
the local Citadel. “You can’t 
imagine how much it means to 
people in these homes to have 
someone come to visit them.”

A STRIKING LACK OF INTEREST 
NEW YORK — The television set on the bar resembled 
a monstrous insect with luminous insides. 
The ice melted 
in the drinks, and turned to slush. 
The people picked at 
their food in silence. 
The coffee turned cold in the cups 
and the corpses of cigarette butts floated in their gray la­ 
goons. 
The waiters moved around the tables with trays, 
walking backwards so they could watch the N. Y. Knicks 
play the Baltimore Bullets. 
This is how New York was on 
the night the baseball players went out on strike, and pic­ 
tures of Muhammad Ali beating up Mac Foster were thrown 
across the Pacific Ocean into an auditorium in Madison 
■Square Garden. 
“You hear anything about the baseball strike0” a sports 
reporter asked the bartender. 
“Naw,” he said. “ All I know is if Willis Reed’s knee is 
okay, 1 got a lock on this gam e.” 
The doorman whistled through his fingers for a cab out­ 
side the steak joint. The cab went down .Broadway through 
the thick garish night which was heavy with fog, and glowing 
with the blurred glare of the neons, 
“What’s the score?” the cab driver asked. 
“ Knicks down by two." the fare told him. 
SAFETY MEASURE 
“ Man, I had to shut the radio off,” ho said. 
“ I was 
shaking all over, and running red lights, I’ll kill somebody if 
1 leave that gam e on.” 
“Did the radio say anything about the baseball strike?” 
the man wanted to know. 
“ You kidding, man,” he said. “You think them baseball 
cats flipped? 
You mean old Hank Aaron rips off $200,000 
worth of bread and goes on strike. They're just living ” 
The cab brought them to the Felt Forum: in Madison 
Square Garden where the pictures of the All-Foster fight 
were being shown. Business was bad. 
The buffs are bored 
with Ali. Guys who bleed for money in public should have 
some dignity. 
The appeal of the fight racket Is violence, 
and men suffering for pay. Laughter demeans a pug. 
It is a wrestler’s hustle now. Obviously, they don’t want 
to see Ali be a benefactor to the guy he is getting paid to 
beat up. It all changed when he tapped Mac Foster with a 
series of gentle pats when a solid punch would have piled 
him up. 
Down the block from the Forum, Manhattan Center was 
dark, and locked. The projection machine was loaded on a 
truck. The union guy was given his night's pay and told to 
knock off. There weren't enough people in line to open the 
joint. They were told to cross the street to the Forum. But 
most of the seats were empty. It appeared to be a convention 
of the deaf because a lot of them: had transistor radios 
plugged into I heir ears. 
“The players go out?” 1 asked a special cop. 
“ Yeah,” he said. “They went out. I guess they don't like 
working nights.” 
The images on the screen were clear. The color was hard 
and natural, and All got laughs when he came into the ring 
holding up a sign with the number 5 on it. Of course, that 
was the round he would knock out Foster in. The buffs in the 
joint chortled, and brayed the pointless observations that 
provoke laughter from: 'people who go to fights. They didn't 
do much laughing after that It was a funless exercise, and 
defaced All’s reputation as the greatest fighter of his time. 
It was like tne baseball strike. Not manv cared in a city 
obsessed with basketball. They stayed home, and caught 
the Knicks on television or they congested the bars with 
seats. The people 1 spoke to weren’t concerned. Maybe, it's 
because the season hasn’t started. But they seemed to be 
tired of AM, and baseball. They are sick of Mi's eon jobs, 
and baseball has tired them out with its financial disputes, 
franchise maneuvers and expanded leagues. 
The 15-round journey was too long for Ali. Of course, 
it was as one-sided as the common cold. It didn’t have the 
style of an athletic event. It was more like a mugging in an 
alley. There was something obscene about Alt ridiculing this 
clumsy bewildered young man. 
The fifth round came, and went and Foster was on his 
slow feet and would be standing up when the fight was over. 
In the fifth. All turned it on. The blows made Foster help­ 
less, but he blundered toward All. This diminishes All’s 
ability to hurt a man. The guy who crows him destroys 
All’s way of fighting. This is what Frazier did to him. On 
the frontier of unconsciousness, a guy lurching into him still 
broke up AM’s basic attack. 
Baseball and the fight racket have been workingmen's 
sports. But they don’t hold onto them any more. The minor 
leagues were broken up, and the small towns lost baseball. 
This means the buffs had to go to other entertainments, 
and the kids were fascinated by other games. This also hap­ 
pened to the fight racket. The gyms closed down, and tele­ 
vision made garages out of the small clubs. Along came Ali, 
and lie delighted the country with his show business flair 
which he took from the wrestlers. But Frazier beat him, 
and now he is a guy with a soft belly who makes tiresome 
fights. 
It doesn’t matter how long the strike lasts. Baseball will 
survive, but it will be harmed. There isn’t much sympathy 
for the players. The guys who own the franchises have 
alienated the country with their grped 
The players also 
prove they are goaded by 
avarice. There won't be any win- 
nrs. Strikes are for losers. 
It was a time of innocence when baseball and boxing 
were regarded with a kind of religious fervor in this country. 
Guys such as Jack Dempsey In ha hi fated myths. They were 
special and they were thought to be like no one else. But Ali 
has contempt for the sport that made him famous, and the 
ball players who are on strike are like the guys who carry 
lunch buckets. No longer do they glitter with a special shim*.
